- BLACKMAILING. 
Another European Firm 
Threatened. 


(From Our Correspondent.) 


Caxtos, March 31. 

Successful or not bandit leaders keep on 
sending blackmailing letters to large firms, 
European and Chinese alike. It is not 
very long since that I reported thut the 
notorious robber leader Wong Ho Ching 
sont a letter to the local hranch of the 
International Banking ‘ corporation de- 
minding puyment of an immense sum of 
money and threatening in the event of 
non-payment to take seriguy measures. 
Such things appear to have occurred 
so often that no importance is attached 
to them. As a matter af form the 
letters, as they came, were forwarded 
to the respective Consul of the country 
to which the threatened firm holonged, + 
and the Chinese authorities wero duly 
notified. . 

During the past few days another rabber, 
evidently with a view to making a name, 
has sont: out a number of blackmailing let- 
ters, and one of thee, according to the 
head of the Canton Police, Yang Chak 
Sang, who, it is stated, -has boon informed 
of the fact, was addresséd: to Measrs But- 
torfield and Swire hure demanding paymont 
of $10,000 within o limited date. Tho 
sender hns signed himself as Tsiu Son. 

1t may be at once taken for granted that 
it is moro for the purpose of gaining 
notoriety than to-mxke money out of 
European firms, who would nover yield to 
threatenin: opistles of this sort, that tho 
letters are written. 

Blackmaiting of this description is very 
often done in the inturior, capecially among 
passengor junks running between thie neigh- 
bouring ‘citios. | Somtimes ono robber 
covers a great distance, and us ‘a matter of 
fact tho owners of tho junks alyays find 
it profitable to pay money to Teaders of 
robber gangs.

freedom’ as fearless a& it was: amusing. 


Socialism was the subject of.his discoutso. } 


Bofore long howas applying it vigorously 
to tho medical profession, declaring that 
until the State was responsible for the in- 
‘come of the doctor, he could not boa really 
independent mn. At prosont ho had more 
to do in trying to plouso his pationts and 
in keeping ap appearances than in curing 
by his art. ‘flo daya of the:witch-doctor 
and the charltan are by no means over. 
Many peoplo wore roady to ‘go for rolief to 
any one but a regular medical man, and it 
was not stupid commonplace persons: who 
had recourse toEugene Sandow and Eustace 
Miles, but the brilliant and clever mon who 
thought, -becauso theso mon treatod them 
actentifically, while a docto? pulled out of 
his pocket e pillor a bottlé supposed to cure 


each diseaso. Bornard Shaw assorted that | _ 


the competition for bare, life in thu medical 
profession had denioralised, the present 
day goneral pnotitionsr. A friend of his 
had a Inrge pictico aniong. houscholdors 
who were considered woalthy if they had a 
pound » week. Ho had many night-calls, 
and the followingquestions wore often askod 
through the speking tub: “Who are you?” 
“Whiok road?” "Have you got the money?” 
“Rattle it against the tubo,” and when that 
welcome sound was heard, the doctor got 
up toattend thopatient, These precautions 
he war obliged to take to carn any kind. 
of a living, for too many of his fees were 
recovered through «the County Court, 
Long ago, when the Peculiar People were 
stimmoned for treating their ch’ drén by 
prayer alone ani letting-them dio without 
the intervention of a doctor, it was dificult 
to got conviction, for it was impossible to 
get a doctor ta swear that if he had been 
callod in, the lifoof the child would have 
boon suved: Nowadays, said Mr Shaw 

any number will leap blithely into the box 
and swear that they could have cured the 
child. oe 

Tho Christian Scientist flourishes on the 
simple beliofs of people who have no faith 
in medicine. Ifyou want to sce a doctor 
become a lunatic bofore your eyes, doclared 
Mr B. Shaw, ask him, when he is inveigh- 
ing against Christian Scientists 13 mur- 
derers, if he had never lost a patient from 
diptheria or any other, diseaso? This, and 
much more the spoiker conuuitted himself 
to, rubbing into his audienco yauch against 
their will, that tus socialism if adopted by 


the State in reforence to modicine would: 
‘| vender doctors free and indepondont‘mnen. | ' 


At Breaent they lived on tho illness ‘of tho 
public, they would then draw their in- 
comes froin-the public health. Doctors,-of 
all people, should long for the “even dis- 
tribution of wealth, for no sooner was a 
man comfortably off than he started u dis- 
ease and a doctor. The poor, who can’t 
pay, havo tho, dguases richt enough and 
give the doctors plenty of work, which 
to their honour, fa *fréqueutly dono for 
charity. “It is often -heart-brenking to 
the kind mano order good food’ and 
sanitary conditions for a poor pationt when 
he knows that ho, might as well order a 
yacht or a motor car. “Mr Shaw pirded at 
the doctors who belonged to what/ho might 
call the Listerian period of medicine, when 
the germ theory began to rule. He would 
as soon see an alligator at hik bedside as 
one of these gentlemen. There are, again, 
the henlth  ofticem who judge by statisties 
which are .really hopelessly misleading. 
‘The anti-vuccinationists' statistics are only 
equalled in absurlity by the vaccinationists 
and those of the'Tariff Reformers by tho 
Froe Traders. Ho onco tried to palm off 
statisties on Sir Wilfrid Lawson by telling 
him the gloomy nows that fifty per cent. 
of the teetotallor in an Indian regiment 
were dead, and fifty per cont. invalided 
home. Sir W. Lawson, being a politician, 
knew the net value of statistics, and dis- 
covered the fact that there wore only two 
teetotallers in’ thu regiment, one of whom 
was killed and oten by a tiger and the 
other tripped and broke a'leg stepping of 
bonrd a traoper and reached home as an 
invalid, Altogether Mr Bernard Shaw 
éontrived to amus, if he did not convince 
his audience. e 3
